The First Decisive Meeting of Hostile 
Forces Will Be on Land, the Kind 
of Military Operations Which Best 


Suits the Russians. 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—‘“This will be a land 
war,’’ said a member of the French mili- 
tary staff today. ‘I doubt if the Russian 
and Japanese fiecets fire another shot, un- 
less it shall be at the reduction of Port 
Arthur. 

“The Japanese fleet will be used, 
course, in protecting the landing of Jap- 
anese troops, and if these landings are 
disputed by a hostile force the fleet will 
use its guns. 

“But there is no probability of a sea 
fight of any magnitude. That phase 
the war is passed. . 

“Capt. Mahan, the American naval ex- 
pert, says Russia’s vast sea squadrons are 
now only ‘fleets in being,’ that is, they are

no longer offensive factors. 

“As long as the present dominance of 
the Japanese ship power shall continue it 
may be said that Russia is off the sea. The 
Baltic fleet The 
squadron now at a French port off Somali- 
land will return to the Mediterranean. 


This leaves only the Port Arthur and the 
Viadivostok squadrons at the scene of war. 


These squadrons will hug their harbors, 
which, under the circumstances, is the best 
thing they can do. 

“Jf Japan attacks either of these places 
then Russia's ships will have an opportu- 
nity to fight, and there may occur a chance 
for some of them to assume the offensive 
end make a sortie. 

“All of this, I think, proves the assertion 
I have just made—this will be a land 
war: which is Russia’s favorite field of 
military acticn."’

EXPLOSION: WRECKS 


Fire Follows the Bursting of a Fifty- 
Gallon Linseed Oil 
Tank. 


LOSS IS ESTIMATED AT $10,000 


Assistant Fire Chief Barry Struck on 
Head by Falling Timbers 
and Stunned. 


Fire following an explosion, presumably 
that of a 50-gallon linseed oil tank, at 12:45 
Saturday afternoon, caused a loss to the 


rolling mill of the Hoyt eMtal Co., at 
4153 Clayton avenue, that General Manager 
Hudson estimates at $10,000. The plant is 
fully insured. 

The building ts 200 by 300 feet, used for 
rolling sheet metal. Many men were at 
work in the building, but none were at the 
south end where the explosion occurred. 

When the fire department reached the 
building, the flames had spread the entire 
width of the building, 100 feet to the north. 

That part of the building was wrecked, 
the roof falling in at 1 o’clock. Assistant 
Fire Chief Barry was struck on the head 
by falling timbers and stunned. 

During the fire, water falling on pots of 
molten metal left by the workmen caused 
several explosions that alarmed the spec- 
tators and firemen, but none were of suf- 
ficient force to scatter fire to adjoining 
buildings.

Financiers asserted the market was in 
such @ seysitive condition that the wildest 
rumors were taken up and might lead to 
serious complications. The financial au-

Mrs. F. A. McClelland kept Joe Mitchell, 
a negro, under her observation for six 
months because he was the principal wit- 
ness to the killing of her husband, and 
brought him all the way from Sheba, 
Miss., to St. Louis without assistance to 
testify against her husband’s murderers, 
who are to be placed on trial at Bowling 
Green, Mo., Monday. 

Vrs. McClelland arrived in St. Louis Fri- 
day night with the negro, and left with 
him Saturday morning for Louisiana, from 
where they will go to Bowling Green. 

From the time that they reached Belle- 
ville until they left St. Louis the negro 
was shadowed by two detectives to prevent 
him from getting away. 

Six months ago Frank McClelland, a 
railroad contractor, was murdered at 
Louisiana, Mo., by one of his negro gang, 
who struck him in the head with a single- 
tree. Edward Gardner and three other ne- 
groes were arrested and held in jail at 
Bowling Green, charged with killing the 
white man. 

Their trial has been set for next Mon- 
day in the Circuit Court at Bowling 
treen, but one of the most important 
witnesses for the state, in fact, the one 
said to be the only eye-witness to the 
killing, was. Mitchell, the negro. 


How Mrs. Frank McClelland for Six Months Watched and 
Secured a Witness Against Alleged Murderers. 


Mrs. McClelland interested herself in the 
prosecution, and very much feared that 


without Mitchell the conviction of Gard- 
ner might be uncertain. 

Mrs. McClelland undertook to carry out 
her husband's contracts. One of these was 
at Sheba, Miss. She took the negro with 
her there and kept him in her employ. 

When the time came to return to Pike 
County for the trial the negro wanted to 
back out. He said he was afraid that 
Gérdner’s friends would harm him. Mrs. 
McClelland promised him protection and 
he agreed to accompary her. But he told 
other negroes that he was, going to run 
away when they reached St. Louis. 

To prevent this E. M. Sheehy, manager 
of the National Detective Bureau, was em- 
ployed by Thomas W. Stoddard of the Na- 
ticnal Empleyment Bureau, 113 North Sixth 
street, acting for Mrs. McClelland. 

Mrs. McClelland wired when she left 
Memphis with the negro Friday morning. 
Mr. Stoddard, Detective Sheehy and Detec- 
tive Jule Zeliner met the train at Belle- 
ville. The negre was in the smoking car 
and Mrs. McClelland in the chair car. but 
she had kept a close watch on him all the 
wav to prevent him from leaving the train. 

Mrs. McClelland did not want to continue 
the journey at night. and she went to a 
hote! in St. Louis. The negro igteed to 
stay around the station. The two detec- 
tives shadewet him all night, but he did 

ot try to.get away.

CHICAGO, Feb. 2®.—Wheat for May de- 
livery today sold at $1.07 a bushel, a gain of 
4 cents over last night's close. The mar- 
ket was extremely active, and the volume 
of trading was of enormous proportions. 
The sensational advance was due largely 
to the anxiety of shorts, who were afraid 
to maintain open trades over a two-days' 


recess of the board.

By leaps and bounds the May price, 
which slipped from $1.% at the opening, 
$1.02%, went soaring to $1.07, or over 4 cents 
above the close last night.

The fact that the warrants were issued 


ten days ago by McCambridge and no ap~-

President Phillips Says Property 
Owners’ Wishes Have Prevailed 
on All but Two Streets. 


Members of the Board of Public Im- 
provements were interviewed by the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday in regard to their rea- 
sons for preferring bituminous macadam 
as a paving material on so many streets 
and for their action in specifying Warren's 
materials for the construction of all of 
such streets. 

Street Commissioner Varrelmann said: 

“IT like bituminous macadam because it 
is a waterproof pavement. It can be 
washed and cleaned at any time without 
affecting the material. This can't be done’ 
with other pavements. 

“The more water is placed on asphalt, 
the more it rots. Brick cannot be washed 
as well as bituminous macadam. The 
‘grout,’ as we call the fine mortar, is 
washed out from between the joints of the 
bricks by water. 

“Bituminous macadam is a little more 
expensive than asphalt. About $2 to # 
per square. Prices for brick last year were 
almost as high as bituminous macadam. 

“I have investigated bituminous maca- 
dam in Eastern cities where it as been 
laid and found that it gave .satisfaction. 
It has been laid in Cambridge, Brockton 
and Lowell, Mass., and in Pawtucket, R. I. 
The officials and residents of those cities 
told me they liked it very much. 


Is Newest of 
Street Materials. 


“I have a letter from Joshua Atwood, 
street department engineer of Boston, say- 
ing that 13,000 yards of Warren's bitulithic 
pavement has been laid there last year 
(1902) and more will be laid this year. This 
letter is dated May 13, 1903.)

“Its price is practically the same as the 
price of asphalt or brick. 

“Only on two streets have we recom- 
mended it where it was not asked for by a 
majority of the property owners whe pe- 
titioned the board. These streef® are 
Lindell avenue and Chestnut street. 


Favors Warren’s 
Material Monopoly. 


“The Chestnut street property owners did 
not petition for anything, and the board 
exercised its discretion to recommend bi- 
tuminous macadam. There was no re- 
monstrance in this case. 

“Bituminous macadam as a paving ma- 
terial has been under consideration by the 
board. practically ever since the present 
beard has been in office. Mr. Varrelmann 
first brought it to the board’s attention. 
Since then other members of the board 
have investigated it. I have seen it at 
Pawtucket and Cambridge, Mass., and it 
has been satisfactory.

Tribe of Fifty Descend Upon East St. 
Louis and Officials Are

Fifty or more gypsies of various ages 
and assorted sizes, many of them children, 
several of them women, and a few of them 
men, maintained complete but not undis- 
puted possession of the Relay Depot in 
East St. Louis Saturday morning. 

The gypsies came from the East over the 
Illinois Central at midnight, and were 
ushered into the warm waiting room. They 
have numerous horses and bales and 
bundles of household goods coming on a 
freight train, and when they found that 
the freight train did not arrive as soon as 
the passeniger train they decided to wait 
for it.

So the gypsies were left in possession of 
the depot. They say they came to East 
St. Louls to go into camp about fifteen 
miles below the city, and remain there dur- 
ing the World's Fair.

Commencing June 1 re- 
ports are to be made to the Treasury De- 
partment’s authorized agent daily, and 
payments of 40 per cent are to be made 
June 15 and on the first and fifteenth of 
each month thereafter. In case 40 per cent 
of the receipts does not amount to $500,000 
the World’s Fair Company must make up 
the deficit. 

It is also. provided that the secreta of 
the treasury may. at his discretion, take 
entire charge of the department of collec- 
tions and sales of concessions.

they had forgotten how the operation was 
performed, and finally the vessei had to be 
towed home, 


Since then Japan has become one of the te 


great naval powers, At the time of her 
war with China her whole fleet displaced 
about 29,00 tons, while today the aggre- 
gate displacement is ever 250,000 tons. 
Japan has a fishing population of about 
2,000,000 men, and from these she draws her 
seamen. Hitherte she has been depend- 
ing upen other countries for the construc- 
tion of her vessels, but the time is near 
at hand when she will be able te throw off 
the assistanee of the western werld. Her 
arsenals are already capable of building 
pretected cruisers and torpede craft, and 


& gun factery and armor plate factory are f° 


now being established which will soon be 
ready to begin work. 

Her seamen, says a recent writer in the 
North American, are men ef intelligence, 
resource and sea iere, and capable of 
quickly acquiring sufficient mechanical 
skill te énable them te control the complex 
mechanism of thelr modern ' men-ef-war 
with conmplete success. They desire no 
Pampering, and they can live on the sim- 
plest foed and sleep anywhere; but in their 
new ships they have more air and, in some 
respects, greater comforts than are to be 
found on many, if not most, British men- 
of-war. ;

REVISED CONFESSION ADOPTED 


Committee on Presbyterian Union 
Hopes to Bring About Federa- 


tion in Assemblies in 1905. 


Sunday, Sept. 14, 1904, has been set apart 
by the joint committee on union of the 
Presbyterian Church and the Cumberland 


Presbyterian Church as a day of prayer. 
The object of the prayer will be that the 
union arranged by the committee may be 
carried into effect at the meeting of the 
gia assemblies of the two churches in 


The recommendation adopted at the 
meeting of the joint committee will be sent 
to the next general assemblies, where, if 
two-thirds of the delegates approve, they 
will be referred to the presbyteries of the 
two churches. Should the presbyteries ap- 
prove the recommendations will be brought 
=P for final vote at the 190 genera] assem- 

ies 


The recommendations, as made public at 
the conclusion of the committee meeting 
Friday fix the revised confession of faith 
of the Presbyterian Church as that of 
the united church. The question of revis- 
ion, which was settled at the Los Angeles 
xeneral assembly in 1903, had been the pre- 
dominating question in the Presbyterian 
church for many years, and with the re- 
vision, the objections of the Cumberland 
communicants disappeared and the union 
became possible. 

Another concession is that the church 
will recognize presbyteries organized with- 
in the bounds of regularly organized pres- 
byteries for communicants of different 
races or nationalities. This will allow sep- 
arate presbyteries for the negro members 
of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church 
and will provide for other than English- 
speaking churches. 

The matter of presbytery boundaries and 
control of educational institutions are left 
with the present boards, to be adjusted 
by the general assembly as circumstances 
dictate. _ Special agreements provide for 
the retaining of executive boards and en- 
dowment funds of institutions of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Church.
